Washington, Jan. 10.— "Tubercu- 
losis stands at the head of the dis- 
eases which afflict the Indian." This 
I* the statement made In the annual 
report of the commli-sioner of Indian 
affairs. That it Is on the Increase is 
further stated, but methods are being 
employed by which It Is hoped to 
eliminate the disease as far as possi- 
ble. 

Three hundred and three govern- 
ment school* were conducted during 
the past fiscal year, says the Wash- 
ington Star, this being a net Increase 
of 22. Almost all of the Christian 
denominations in the United States 
have missions In the Indian country, 
the report recites, adding that the In- 
dian office co-operat. s gladly, Impar- 
tially an! with Increasing effective- 
ness wltb each and all. The commis- 
sioner says that the government, In 
the person of each employe, should 
co-operative with religious denomina- 
tions In avoiding the dangers which 
msy come from proselyting. 

The report ray*: 

T<> OlM-ti I p Mines. 

"There is no authority under exist- 
ing law for leasing for mining pur- 
poses the tr.bal lauds of reservations 
that have been established by execu- 
tive order. There are several su-.h 
reservations rich In mineral*, and one 
in particular In Arizona containing 
large deposits of tufa stone, which It 
I* hoped congress will, by appropriate 
legislation, enable the Indians to 
make beneficial use of. 

"The domestic iifc of the Indian', 
the sanctity and pu'lty of the ma<- 
riage relation, Is a matter of prime 
importance, and should be protected 
by stringent laws in accord with Hm 
most advanced and 1>« st marriage anJ 
divorce laas among the whites. The 
secretary of the Interior should he 
given power to enfoice a purer mole 
of living among the Indian* by with- 
holding their annul' ies when they are 
found to be living wrorgly. 

"In order to handle successfully 
the many probisnis of sanitation and 
those arising from epidemics and dis- 
eases to which Indians are peculiarly 
susceptible, such a* rneunionla, con- 
sumption and trachoma, legislation 
appropriating a mfflc-nt sum fur the 



establishment of 
should be enacted. 

"There Is great need for a deter- 
mined and aystematlr effort to teach 
the Indians those Industries best salt- 
ed to their localities and to tbelr 
abilities. An Industrial corps similar 
in its administrative features ta the 
medical corps, above outlined, should 
be established, with headquarters In 
tho field, with a view to the Indus- 
trial education of the Indians, male 
and female, and whose duty It should 
be to educate the Indian In *uoh In- 
dustries, that they might becomrj self- 
respecting and self-supporting." 

The commissioner also wantx the 
allottees of Indian lands secured in 
tho matter of payment* made to the 
treasury on account of the f.ale, cut- 
ting or removal of timber to their 
lands. He declares that tho Indians 
have incur-od long delays and logs of 
money heretofore In Instance* of this 
character which he hopes to see rem- 
edied by a change in the law.

Washington, Jan. 10. — Nine billion 
dollars' worth of agricultural pro- 
duct* have been exported from the 
Cnlted States during the last ten 
years, those exported In the fiscal 
>ear l»o» having alone amounted to 
practically 9<'0 raiillon dollars against 
less than 8U0 million In 1899. The 
exports of agricultural products as a 
whole lia\o lncrea.-ed from 785 mil- 
lion dollar* in 1899 to 898 million in 
1909. the highest record having been 
made in 1907, when the total exceed- 
ed one billion dollars, or, to be exact. 
1,049 million. Most of the staple 
farm products used for food, such as 
breadstuff* mcaU, and live cattle, 
show decreased exportation* during 
the period, the loss In that line of 
articles having been more than offset 
by tho great Increase In cotton and 
certain comparatively neV Industrie* 
whose chief development has occurred 
in the last few years, notably cotton 
1 oil, corn oil. oil cake and oil 
cake meal, oleomargarine, lard com- 



pounds, sugar and molassfla, fruit* 

and nuts, etc.

Conse- 
quently, we fiud the president declin- 
ing to throw the weight of execu- 
tive patronage on the aide of the in- 
surgent movement; (specially since 
he believes further tariff revision 
should be deferred until the com- 
mission, which he appointed. Is ready 
to report Its data to congress, and 
the insurgents started into tear the 
tariff to pieces again without any in- 
telligent knowledge of the subject. 

In good time the insurgents will 
come over to President Taft; but 
President Taft will never go over to 
the Insurgents.

In ex- 
cess of the value of the equipment. 
The. president woukl prevent rail- 
roads from arqulring stock lu com- 
peting lines, but would permit them 
to enter into rate pooling agree- 
ments under supervision of the In- 
terstate commerce commission. Some 
of those proposals were too radical 
for Mr. Roosevelt. Yet, the presi- 
dent has succeeded In convincing 
even railroad men that lie Is right, 
and that right is best for the rail- 
roads as well as the public. 

The Plnchot-Ballinger controversy 
is related to the message In so far 
aa It concerns the conservation poli- 
cy and the good faith of the presi- 
dent James A. Garfield as Be. re- 
tary of the Interior, held bark from 
public entry several millions of a< res 
of land, containing water power 
sites. These sites had not been ac- 
curately located; so the entire tracts 
were withheld, pending the location 
of the sites and their separation 
from the body of the land. Mr. Gar- 
field said congress should enact an 
enabling law for such actions, which 
he admitted were unauthorized 
the time, but for the public good 
When Mr. lial linger succeeded biru. 
so much of the land as did not con- 
tain these power sites was reopened 
t.i settlement.

It considers that the Is- 
sue* raised by the American propo- 
sition to neutralise the Manchurlan 
railways primarily concerns Hnseia 
and Japan. The French reply to the 
American memorandum, therefore, is 
likely to be determined by the event 
ual attitude of Russia. France's ally. 

The French newspapers regard the 
situation as complicated The Figaro 
the 1'nlted State* Is trying to 
retrieve Its. mistakes In lMH-IKOj. 
when It backed Ja|ian to get Russia 
out of Manchuria, only to find that 
Japan had supplanted her there with 
out benefit to the open door. 

"Even If Russia accept*." says the 
paper. "Japan Is not likely to agree 
England Is bound by a Jaiwnese al 
liance, and a similar reserve is Im- 
posed upon us. for like and other 
reasons " 

The Mstin believes that France 
II follow Russia's lead. 
Gil Bias expresses the opinion 
that the situation Is filled with gun- 
powder and declares that the real 
ue la commercial supremacy In 
China, for which the t il ted States 
and Japan ate struggling. It charge* 
that the entire aim of American di- 
plomacy Is directed to that end and 
Insists that the 1'nlted States bar 
pushed China to resistance in Bfefr] 
truggle with Japan. 
"Even after the arrangement of 
i. last year." continues the pa- 
•per. "In which China agreed not to 
construct a railroad In competition 
with the South Manchurian. Ameri- 
can eurrnort come» forward for the 
construction of the Chin Chow Fu- 
Tsitsikhav line. 

"Now America proposes to go far 
ther and force Japan back Into Ko- 
rea, and thus render effective Chinese 
dominion of Manchuria, which today 
is p 'rely nominal. 

Japan and Fence. 
"Secretary Knox's argument* 
dwell uj>on the advantages of term In 
atlng the cause of constantly renewed 
disputes in Manchuria, but It Is prop. 
It to ask whether the aim of the 
I'nited States Is always to the benefit 
of humanity or to the promotion of 
her own interests.

Liquidation was more noticeable 
than at any time in several weeks, 
especially In s^eel, and some other 
fancy Issue* which have lately occu- 
pied attention The decline was fur- 
ther assisted by the fact that mnny 
stock* are now mi high that Inveatoi-n 
a>re prone to exchange them for «e- 
curltia* bearing be:ier rates of Inter 
est. The firmer rat.* for money also 
exercised a depressing effeet; and. 
a* It Is generally conceded that 1910 
will be a period of higher rate* than 
In 1909. It follow* that security 
values must readjust themselves to 
the higher rates of interest. In- 
vestors hare not shown any over- 
eager appetite for the new issues, 
which are consequently not being 
pr ewad , for tale, and are in some 
cases hel<v bark for mere favorable 
conditions. A good many banking 
house* have been seller* of high 
priced stocks In order to finance 
these new issues, and this has been 
an additional clement ot weakness in 
the stock market. 

Foreign Exchange. 
Tho manipulation of foreign ex- 
change again raises the question of 
gold export*. Commercial bill* are 
scarce, and It remains lo be seen 
whether the break In cotton will add 
to the supply. Unfortunately our 
trade balance Is still unsatisfactory, 
and our borrowings abroad have been 
increasing. Should Europe take ot|r 
securities with more freedom, that 
would tend to compensate for an un- 
wti*facto,y trade balance; but In the 
absence of a good demaud for our 
htocks and bonds we have to continue 
sending further amounts of the prec- 
ious metal to Europe. Oeneral 
business though active shows the 
temporary lull usual at this season. 
There is a general belief that the com 
ing year will witness a large volume 
of business: but conditions are per- 
plexing, costs of doing bus: net* arc 
eteadily Increasing, labor agitations 
are unsettling and the outlook while 
upon the whole encouraging la not 
free from snare*. Our speculative 
leaders are not very active. They 
seem to recognize thnt Wull street 
has very liberally discounted all the 
"prosperity" In sight. They are 
somewhat uneasy regarding Presi- 
dent Taft's enforcement of the Roose 
velt policies, and seem disposed to 
await until the attitude or congress 
Is more clearly understood. Th* 
probability Is that the national legis- 
lature will talk much and do little, 
but the talk may be unsettling, and 
until this Is over confidence will nog 
be fuHy restored. As for President 
Taft, he Is not likely to recommend 
any radical or disturbing legislation 
unless he depart* from his well 
known beliefs, which li lrnpaaj
